On page 31, line 10, delete " leaves are 2052", and insert "--leaves area

The full paragraph starting at line 4 on page 31 will now read as follows: 

For example, at position 2052a, the user is within the area 2050 
and hence in "Munich." At position 2052b, the user may be within a 
building in Munich, where his GPS signal fails. The user's location, 
Munich, need not necessarily be changed to a more specific one (i.e., 
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the specific address of the building), because the user is still within 
area 2050. Even when the user's GPS signal is restored at 2052c, the 
location need not be updated. Only when the user leaves area 2052d, 
e.g., to return home, would the location be updated.
